Th e first th in g the Americans 
will learn is that the Co mmu­ 
nists will try to use the o rdi­ 
narily simple business o f set­ 
ting an agenda as a means o f 
acco mp lish in g , 
in adv ance, their 
su b stan tiv e g o als. 
In d eed , in a tactic po werfully 
rem in iscen t o f Red maneuv ers 
in th e Ko rean armistice talks at 
Kaeso ng and Panmunjo m, Ha­ 
no i so ught in its first public o f­ 
fer o f nego tiatio ns to determine 
th e agenda ev en befo re sitting 
d o wn at th e tab le. 
Hano i pro po sed talks to dis­ 
cuss o nly the full cessatio n o f 
bo mbing against No rth Vietnam, 
an d an en d 
to all o hter acts o f 
war against No rth Vietnam. 


Set against careful rev iews o f 
Red 
nego tiating 
practice 
as 
first established at Panmunjo m, 
the Hano i o ffer has its inev ita­ 
ble fascinatio ns. 


First o ff, o ur unqualified ac­ 
ceptance o f the o ffer will un­ 
questio nably be read in Hano i 
a s flat-o ut agreement by us that 
the first talks will co ncern an 
end to o ur bo mbing and o ther 
a cts o f war but abso lutely no ­ 
thing else. 


If we attempt to talk o f o ther 
matters, o r to ask o f Hano i 
so me recipro cal military co nces­ 
sio n in ex change fo r a bo mbing 
halt o r an end to o ther war 
acts, we will be to ld that we 
hav e already agreed to Hano i’s 
terms. 
Ev en sho uld we make the 
perilo us mistake o f agreeing in 
fact to Hano i’s agcnda-with-co n- 
clusio ns, we wo uld no t be free 
o f ano ther trap co ntained in the 
o riginal o ffer. 
Hano i, fo llo wing the Panmun 
jo m pattern, is sure to attempt 
to define “ o ther acts o f war” in 
the bro adest co nceiv able way . 
It is no t far-fetched to imagine 
that the No rth Vietnamese will 
at the o utset at least, try to 
argue that it means all o ffensiv e 
military actio n against No rth 
Vietnamese fo rces in So uth Viet­ 
nam.

If y o u plan to take adv antage 
o f the go o d weather ahead to 
paint o r repair y o ur ho me, y o u 
will pro bably hav e to bring o ut 
the ladder. The Natio nal Safety 
Co uncil adv ises that, befo re y o u 
use it, y o u check it fo r cracks 
due to dry ing o ut, ro tting o r 
termite damage that may hav e 
o ccurred during the winter. It 
is better to apply linseed o il o r 
a v arnish to preserv e the wo o d 
than to use paint, because the 
latter 
can 
hide 
dangero us 
cracks and o ther weaknesses. 
Altho ugh metal ladders are 
easier to handle than wo o den 
o nes, they are also go o d co n­ 
ducto rs o f electricity . Fo r this 
reaso n, y o u sho uld no t use this 
ty pe o f ladder within fo ur feet 
o f wiring o r electrical equip­ 
ment. 
The fo o t o f y o ur ladder must 
be firm and lev el. If it is placed 
to o clo se to a wall, y o ur weight 
may cause it to fall backward 
and if to o far away , y o u will 
put to o great a strain o n the 
ladder. The ideal distance be­ 
tween the fo o t o f the ladder and 
the wall is o ne-quarter o f the 
distance fro m the fo o t to the 
po int o f co ntact o n the wall. 
The to p o f the -ladder must 
also rest against a firm, ev en 
surface. If y o u must place the 
ladder in fro nt o f a do o r, y o u 
sho uld first lo ck the do o r. Face 
the ladder bo th when y o u are 


climbing up and climbing do wn 
and take o nly o ne rung at a 
time. Befo re climbing up, y o u 
sho uld make sure there is no 
wasp nest under, the eav es. If 
there is a stro ng wind, do n’t 
try to erect y o ur ladder. Wait 
fo r a calmer day . 
While y o u are o n the ladder, 
do n’t try to reach bey o nd a 
co mfo rtable arm’s length. Nev er 
lean so far to o ne side that y o u 
hav e to stand o n o nly o ne fo o t. 
If, while o n the ladder, y o u feel 
faint, it is safer to drape y o ur 
arms between the rungs and 
rest y o ur head o n the ladder un­ 
til y o u feel better than to try to 
climb do wn. 
If y o u are using a stepladder, 
y o u sho uld make sure it is fully 
o pened and that the spreader 
o r brace is in the lo cked po si­ 
tio n. Unless it is a sho rt, three- 
step kitchen stepladder, do n’t 
climb higher than the seco nd 
step fro m the to p. Nev er lean a 
stepladder against the wall and 
use it as y o u wo uld a straight 
ladder. 
Fo llo w these rules and y o u 
may liv e to climb the ladder o f 
success. 
Q—Is there any harm in ea t­ 
ing eggs that hav e been re 
mo v ed fro m the shell and kept 
in the refrigerato r? 
A—If the eggs were go o d to 
begin with and are no t kept so 
lo ng as to hav e spo iled, they 
can be eaten raw o r co o ked.

Refrigera­ 
tio n do es no t lessen this danger 
but tho ro ugh co o king (hard bo il­ 
ing) will eliminate it. 
A—A bland diet o mits pepper, 
mustard, ho rseradish, v inegar, 
catsup and spices in general. 
Also , it sho uld co ntain a mini­ 
mum o f ro ughage—no raw fruit 
o r v egetable and no bran. A 
small amo unt o f pureed v ege­ 
table o r fruit is so metimes a l­ 
lo wed. 
A reducing diet o mits mo st 
but no t all o f what’s left. That 
ex plains the po pularity o f the 
sev eral pro ducts that giv e 225 
calo ries per serv ing and still 
supply all o f the bo dy ’s needs. 
Q—I hav e rheumatism and 
was to ld no t to eat acid-fo rming 
fo o ds. 
What 
fo o ds

av o id? 
A—The acidity o f any fo o d in 
y o ur bo dy depends o n its ash o r 
residue when it is fully co n­ 
sumed. Peas o f any kind help 
to alkalinize y o ur sy stem. The 
same is true o f berries (ex cept 
cranberries), cherries and rhu­ 
barb in spite o f the fact that 
they co ntain a weak acid and 
hav e a tart taste. If y o u wish to 
av o id ash-fo rmers, y o u sho uld 
cut do wn o n, but no t eliminate 
fro m y o ur diet, fish, fo wl, red 
meat, co rn, peanuts and sweets.

Late in 1876 , the Dix on Opera 
House had been erected by H. 
J. Stev ens, F. A. Trum an, J. D. 
C rabtree and W. D. Stev ens and 
was to become the cultural and 
entertainm ent center of the city . 
The Dix on Telegraph reported 
on Nov . 30, 1876 : 


“ The elegant d rop curtain for 
the Opera House has arriv ed 
from St. Louis, where an artist 
has been at work upon it and it 
is a splend id specimen of scenic 
painting. We are all pleased that 
the proprietors of the Opera 
House hav e d isplay ed so much 
taste and refinement in furnish­ 
ing the build ing.” 
E arly in 18 77, the Pay son’s 
English Opera Troupe prov id ed 
the opening night entertainment 
pronounced a complete success 
by all who attend ed . The pop­ 


ula rity o f the Opera Ho use wa s 
such that the Union Hall that 
had been prev iously used was 
relogated to the sid elines. 
Div erse Attra ctio ns 
During its first y ear, the Ope­ 
ra House presented such d iv erse 
attractions as a lecture by Hen­ 
ry W ard Beecher, 
a perform ­ 
ance by the Georgia Minstrels 
and a concert of classical and 
sem i-classical music by the Bar- 
nabee Troupe. 
The Barnabee concert was the 
first of three program s offered 
d uring the season by the Dix on 
Lecture Assn. Others were the 
Mend elssohn Quintette Club con­ 
cert and the Hy er Sisters Mu­ 
sical and D ram atic Combina­ 
tion. Season tickets, for all three 
shows, were $1.50 and includ ed 
reserv ed seats. 
Another presentation that first 
y ear was 
a perform ance by 
Gen. Tom Thumb, the famous 
American mid get and his wife. 
Susan B. Anthony , an ad v o­ 
cate of women’s suffrage, ap­ 
peared at the Opera House on 
March 26 , 18 77, for an ad d ress 
that the ed itor of the Telegraph 
heard with mix ed feelings. He 
wrote: 
'Instead of find ing a beauti­ 
ful y oung woman, as we had 
pictured in our m ind 's ey e, we 
found a wrinkled up old maid , 
wearing gold glasses, and from 
whose cheeks the bloom of y outh 
had fled . 
‘But these observ ations soon 
sank into insignificance as she 
proceed ed with her lecture, ad ­ 
v ancing argum ents, clothed in 
the most beautiful language, in 
female suffrage. We left a worn 
an’s-rights man—and will prob 
ably rem ain so until we hear 
the other sid e of the question.” 
Cro wd Plea sers Bo o ked 
The v ariety of entertainm ent 
d own through the y ears w as un­ 


limited . There were home tal­ 
ent shows, am ateur shows, bell- 
ringers, acrobats, singers, d anc­ 
ers, actors, lecturers and more. 
W hatev er would bring a crowd

booked into the Dix on Opera 
House. 
For 43 y ears this was the 
story of the build ing, until Feb. 
20, 19 20, when a $40.000 fire 
completely d estroy ed the build ­ 
ing and end ed forev er the glory 
that once belonged to the ‘cul­ 
tural and entertainm ent palace” 
of Dix on.

been only to deteriorate further 
the already dismal living and 
working conditions in the ghet 
tos. The ultimate result will only 
be to 
strengthen 
further the 
prejudice and resistance of fear­ 
ful whites. 
It is argued that riots are 
bom out of desperation and dis­ 
illusionment with the failure of 
nonviolent protest. Undoubtedly 
to many Negroes, the villainous 
murder of King was tha final 
proof of this failure. 
But if nonviolence has faded— 
and those who knew and loved 
Marlin Luther King best refuse 
to 
believe this—violence has 
failed and will fail even more. 
There simply is no other feas­ 
ible alternative, no other route 
to full economic and political 
citizenship under the law but 
the way of nonviolent agitation 
and pressure within the law. 
While the likes of Stokely Car­ 
michael capitalized on this trag­ 
edy to further their gospels of 
hate, and while some whites 
used the ensuing riots as justi 
fication for continued racial re­ 
pression, many other Americans 
found a deeper, truer meaning 
in King’s marty rdom. 
At 
memorial 
services 
in 
Cleveland, a 
white man 
ap 
proached a Negro. “ You don’t 
know me.” he said, “ but I’d 
like to stand beside y ou.” They 
did stand togehter, arm linked 
in arm, throughout the program 
This may not mean much. The 
two men went their separate 
way s, tha one to his white job, 
the other to his black counter 
parts. They probably will never 
meet again. 
Yet one more bond of human 
understanding had been ereat 
id. Or perhaps it was only s 
thread. But millions 
of 
such 
threads can weave a pattern of 
love and brotherhood that even 
tally will transform America. 
Violence, hate and suspicion 
can easily siash these tenuous 
threads and also, in the end 
transform this county — into 
something ne rational man de­ 
sires. 
I believe that unarmad truth 
and unconditional love will have 
the final word in reality ,” said 
Martin Luther King in 1964 
“ That is why right, temporarily 
defeated, if stronger than evi 
triumphant.” 
The course America chooses 
in the coming months and y ears 
will determine whether these 
were words of prophetic vision 
or whether they went to the 
grave with the man who spoke 
them.
